There will be teachers in the front 
foyer to assist those not knowing 
their room assignments. 

This year, the Senior High will 
implement a new eight-period 
schedule. As before, the doors will 
open at 8:05 a.m. and homeroom 
will begin at 8:10 a.m. The school 
day will conclude with regular 
classes at 2:35 p.m. with the ac- 
tivity period following until 3:30 
p.m. 

The complete time schedule in- 
cludes first period, 8:20 to 9 a.m.;

period, 2:25 to 3:30 p.m. 

Lunch will be served in three 
sections and include section one, 
11:12 to 11:42 a.m.; section two, 
11:34 a.m. to 12:04 p.m.; section 
three, 11:56 a.m. to 12:26 p.m. 
Cost of lunch for the Senior High 
will be 80 cents with milk and ice 
cream each costing 25 cents. 

On opening day, all students 
will be given the 1987-88 Senior 
High handbook which includes all 
procedures and policies. Parents 
are urged to review the handbook 
with their children and particular 
note should be make in the follow- 
ing areas: 


Revised graduation re- 
quirements, according to the State 
Regents Action Plan. It should be 
noted that graduation re- 
quirements for the classes of 1989 
and 1990 differ from Mioa for the 
class of 1988.
